Fire Department 


There have been five bell alarms, four out-of-town 


calls, twenty-seven chimney fires, four still alarms and 
one brush fire during the past year. 


We have added 
some new apparatus during the year including two 
smoke-masks and two new fire alarm boxes. We have 
painted the hose house and made necessary repairs 
on the roof. 


We have paid $2,000.00 on the debt of the Fire 
Department, leaving a balance of $1,000.00.

We have had considerable expense in maintenance” 
and new construction work on Main and Garland 
streets, necessitating an expenditure of $1,962.85 for 
labor and supplies.

Shortly after the election of the present board 
of commissioners we were presented with an unset- 
tled claim from the Boston & Maine R. R. of over pay- 
ment in 1920 and 1921 of some over $3,500.00. The 
new board was at once placed in a very uncertain 
position. After making all the investigation possible 
without knowing the business of the former board it 
seemed to us that at least a part of their claim was 
just.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


The reports of our Superintendent of Schools and. 
our Medica] Examiner found on the following pages 
will give you in detail the management of our schools 
which we believe are in good condition and will com- 
pare most favorably with schools of other towns 
throughout the state. 


Each year brings an additional number of pupils 
to our high school which makes it necessary to spend 
more money for equipment and supplies, and this year 
will be no exception. 


Our financial report is self explanatory. Last 
year we raised $500.00 to paint the district school- 
houses, but owing to high cost of lead and oil the dire 
necessity of two coats of paint for each building, we 
did not have sufficient amount of money to complete 
them all, but have made allowance in our estimates to 
do so this year. 


The work of our Superintendent, high school 
faculty and the teachers of our district schools have | 
all been very satisfactory. They all seem to work in 
harmony and have the best interest of your chidren in 
mind, and we feel that they all are entitled to our 
thanks and appreciation.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


School Board of Plymouth, 
Gentlemen: 


The report of the superintendent of schools is 
herewith presented in two parts; the first dealing with 
the school year ending June 30, 1922; the second with 
the present scholastic year. 


Part I—School Year Ending June 30, 1922 


In his report of a year ago the superintendent out- 
lined, briefly, the general policy followed during the 
year. The following statistics are given as present- 
ing a summary of the main facts: 


Total registration of pupils in the 
schools of Plymouth was: Boys—295, 
girls—298, total—593, distributed as fol- 
lows: Kindergarten—20, model school 
grades—226, rural schools—165, high 
school—i1&5. There were 68 non-resident 
pupils leaving a total of 525 Plymouth 
children in all the different schools. Aver- 
age attendance 495.94, average absence 
31.44, average membership 527.38. Num- 
ber cases of tardiness 863, averaging 
about 1.6 tardy marks per pupil of aver- 
age membership. The superintendent 
was credited with a total of 682 visits. 


_The work of the year was completed successfully 
by 471 pupils who were duly promoted. All the elemen- 
tary schools were open the full thirty- six weeks, and 
the high school completed the usual thirty-eight weeks 
of the high school year. 


Part II—The Present School Year. 


The superintendent has two definite aims in his 
work with the Plymouth schools. The first of these 
is to maintain as high a standard of instruction as 
possible that the children of Plymouth may realize their 
rights to a serviceable education. Class room visits, 
conferences, teachers’ meetings, the use of standard 
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tests for classification and instruction, and pupil ac- 
counting and guidance are means employed to attain 
this objective. 


The second aim is to secure a unified Jenpore Sys-, 
tem well articulated from Kindergarten through high’ 
school to the end that our children may move through 
the entire system with as little friction and waste as 
possible. One may judge somewhat from the récord 
of Plymouth children in this yeor’s freshman class 
in Plymouth high school as to the success which is be- 
ing attained in the direction of high school prepara- 
tion. 


Of the twenty-one pupils graduating from the 
eighth grade of the model schools last June eighteen. 
entered Plymouth High. Two have subsequently with- 
drawn; one because of serious family illness, the other 
because of removal. Fifteen of those remaining com- 
pleted successfully the semester’s work. The average 
rank of the entire sixteen was 82.6. 


Ten pupils graduated from the eighth grade of the 
rural schools, nine of whom entered the high school. 
One withdrew from lack of interest in the high school 
studies. The remaining eight completed their half 
year with an average of 81.3. 


The average of all the eighth grade graduates of 
June 1922 of the Plymouth schools the first semester 
in Plymouth high school was 82.2. 


The High School 


We are fortunate in being able to retain Mr. Or- 
cutt in the face of a flattering offer that he received 
to become head of the Latin Department of Packer 
Classical Institute, a well established and notable Jun- 
ior College in New York City. His position as head- 
master of Plymouth high school assures the continu- 
ance of the high quality of instruction and firm or- 
ganization characteristic of the school in the past. 
At the beginning of the year the high school staff en- 
rolled but one inexperienced teacher. Four out of the 
eight teachers had spent most of their summer vaca- 
tion in professional study in the summer sessions of 
regular colleges. After four years of excellent ser- 
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vice Submaster McGreal was called to the mathema- 
tics department of the large high school at Waterbury, 
Connecticut, and terminated his work here on Febru- 
ary 138. His position has been satisfactorily filled by 
the appointment of Mr. David Crockett of Bates Col- 
lege, a world war veteran of the Yankee Division. The 
crowded schedules of all our teachers made effective 
work impossible. The imperative need has been met 
by the election to the teaching force of Mr. W. J. Asch- 
enback of Dartmouth College. The new appointments 
assure also for the boys of the school effective leader- 
ship in physical training and athletics. 


That the school is performing well its function of 
preparation for futher education is shown by the 
record of the graduates of 1922 in post-secondary in- 
stitutions. Nine out of twenty-two are now in col- 
leges or Normal schools and are all reported as doing 
satisfactory work for the first half vear. 


The graduating class for next June will be larger 
than last year’s class. In fact a steady increase in the 
numbers of the graduating class suggests that the 
school is at once increasing its holding power and its 
attractiveness to young people who complete the ele- 
mentary grades. 


The steady progress of the school in educational 
matters is evidenced by certain features. Mrs. Verne 
Pierce was appointed Dean of girls, and has proved 
in the position an effective force in the moral and so- 
cial life of both the girls and boys. The High School 
Forum has become definitely established as a valuable 
adjunct of the school. This year will see the third 
prize-speaking contest which is already being planned 
with an accession of interest on the part of the pupils. 
The interest in athletics is increasing. Football was 
resumed last fall after'a lapse of eighteen years. Three 
major sports; football, basketball and baseball are 
fostered. There is a strong possibility of a track 
meet in the spring. Nevertheless the scholastic stand- 
ing of the pupils is being maintained, and the high 
average of 80 is required of all members of the athletic 
teams. 


The work of instruction in the regular studies is 
kept at high grade. The “Three R’s,” too, are not 
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forgotton. All teachers cooperate in eliminating spell- 
ing errors. Special handwriting classes are main- 
tained for those deficient in the skill. Reviews in 
arithmetic for the seniors according to individual need 
are being carried on. The intention is to allow no one 
to graduate who can not show reasonable prone 
in the fundamental processes. 


Some reorganization of courses is desirable for 
closer articulation with the elementary schools. There 
is also a demand for the inclusion of a greater number 
of optional courses to meet the varying needs of in- 
dividual pupils. 


- The total registration in the high school this year 
is 188. 


The Model Schools 


Miss Tighe, the efficient head of the model schools 
for 1921-1922, was granted a leave of absence at the 
end of the school year. Her place, as principal, is 
being successfully taken by Mrs. Lillian Sanborn Con- 
way. <A corps of devoted and loyal critic teachers are 
closely and effectively supervising the work in the in- 
terests of the Plymouth children under the personal 
direction of the superintendent. 


The total registration has reached 277 this year. 
The Rural Schools 


Three changes were made in the teaching force at 
the beginning of the school year. Miss Mary Riley, 
after many years of faithful and effective teaching in 
our schools, retired from our system. Mrs. Kate 
Smith was transferred from Lower Intervale to take 
Miss Riley’s place at Ward’s Hill. Miss Della Greely 
of Orford, a graduate of Plymouth Normal and a teach- 
er of successful experience, took over the Lower In- 
tervale school. Miss Beatrice Merrill of Plymouth 
succeeded Miss Hubbard in the Sargent district. 


Attendance has been sadly broken this year by 
sickness and inclement weather. The roads in the 
Turnpike district have been occasionally impassable. 
The school has been forced to close part of the time. 
somewhat similar conditions have obtained at Ward’s 
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Hill. Yet we are confident that all our schools will 
be able to complete their full thirty-six weeks before 
July 1. 

In all the country schools a good grade of instruc- 
tion is being carried on through the cooperation of 
earnest teachers and eager pupils. The total registra- 
tion in all the rural schools is 151. 


In all our schools together we have this year a 
total registration of 616 pupils. 


Medical Inspection 


Dr. Chase’s report contains the details of his 
findings as School Physician. His work has been done 
with painstaking thoroughness and sympathic under- 
standing. It remains for us to make his efforts truly 
effective by employing a school nurse. 


Needs and Recommendations 


1. Increases in salary should be provided sufficient 
to hold our best teachers. 


2. As noted above a school nurse is needed. Her 
services would be of inestimable value. 


3. Health is so fundamental to success and happi- 
ness in life that physical training is undoubtedly the 
most important business of education. Our boys and 
girls have no gymnasium. The natural growth of 
our schools demands more floor space in the near fu- 
ture. It therefore seems appropriate to recommend 
the construction of a modern gymnasium for use not 
later than the beginning of the next school year. Such 
a structure might well be designed for community pur- 
posses and thereby meet a real need in the town. 


In Conclusion 


The superintendent wishes to express his grate- 
ful appreciation of the cooperation of the people of 
Plymouth, and desires also to thank the School Board — 
for their great consideration and kindness.

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MEDICAL EXAMINER’S REPORT 


To the School Beard of the Town of Plymouth, N. H.: 


Report of work done in Plymouth Town School 
District for the year ending February 1, 1923. 


This is my second year as School Examiner and 
by comparing the following figures it will be seen that | 
some good has been accomplished. We have examined 
572 scholars this year as against 500 last year and have 
found the following improvement: 


Unvaccinated, 72 as against 92 last year, an im- 
provement of more than 21 per cent.; 42 cases of en- 
larged tonsils against 59 last year, a gain of nearly 
29 per cent; 10 cases of adeniods with 15 last year, 
33 per cent gain; only 3 cases of skin disease with the 
former record of 14, a gain of 78 per cent; and 10 cases 
of defective hearing against 20 the previous year, 50 
per cent gain. There were 32 pupils having defective 
visions with a record of 56 the year before, showing 
43 per cent gain. One case of enlarged glands against 
six of the previous record and three cases of malnu- 
trition instead of 8, a gain of 62 per cent. The teeth 
of the pupils showed the least improvement there be- 
ing 30 cases with only 744 per cent gain and 15 per 
cent gain over pediculosis or head lice. 


The above figures show a gratifying result in 
favor of yearly medical inspection of the children of 
the public schools but still is far from what it should 
be, especially in lack of vaccination and lice as there 
should not be a single case of either and if the par- _ 
ents would try and do their duty, especially in clean- | 
ing the lice from the childrens’ heads, there would be 
none to report. 


One of the hardest things that we have had to do 


was to convince the parents of the importance of this — 


particular part of the work, in fact we had to get the 
Board of Health to assist us. Then with the backing 

of the State Board represented by the state nurse, ie 
who visited one school and several families, we made 
better progress and at the present time so far as 
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known, conditions are very good, showing the import- 
ance of “follow up’ work. 


With a study of the above figures shown 
and the general improvement in the _ sanitary 
conditions of the schools with the _ bettered 
conditions of the children generally, especially with 
the tonsils, eyes, skin and teeth, I leave it for others 
to say whether medical inspection should be carried 
on or not. 


One thing more I wish to suggest, that the model 
school needs some place for physical training and re- 
creation and with the help that I think can be obtained 
from the state, a nice gymnasium should be had in the 
near future.
